The driver of the Bendigo Train says 
he saw the signals ami when his 
brakes failed to act he reversed the 
engine, but was unable to check the 
train.

Many victim s entered the Ballarat*, 
train at Braybrook Junction and were

gers bound for the United States are I 
taken and forwarded with the vessels 
or*, which they sail to the port physi- ; 
clans of southern ports in the United I 
States, and these officers keep such i 
passengers under surveillance for six 
days after their arrival, 
lf sickness I 
occurs it is quickly detected, and lf I 
it is of an Infectious nature proper 
m easures will be taken to prevent its 
spread.

“W ith our pres- ■ 
ant knowledge of how to stam p out 1 
and prevent the spread of yellow fever 
there is no necessity for any hysterics 
or panics should a case of the disease 
be 
discovered 
In 
any 
community. 
Proper m easures will vigorously and 
quickly applied to stam p out and con­ 
trol the disease,”
